• W. J. Stewart, better; Jcnoton a.s 
"Plugger," is the engineman of the 
pasenger train which plys daily be- 
tween Dimeling station and Irvona. 
On Thursday evening, October'19th as 
Mr. Stewart's traih was nearing Pott's 
run a red fox was noticed by the keen- 
eyed engineer jump out of the un- 
derbrush adjoining the right of way 
with a fowl of some kind' dangling 
from its mouth. "Old Plugger" saw

! subject we herewith give you the facts 
in the case, as we deduced them aftei 
careful investigation. 


• W. J. Stewart, better; Jcnoton a.s 
"Plugger," is the engineman of the 
pasenger train which plys daily be- 
tween Dimeling station and Irvona. 
On Thursday evening, October'19th as 
Mr. Stewart's traih was nearing Pott's 
run a red fox was noticed by the keen- 
eyed engineer jump out of the un- 
derbrush adjoining the right of way 
with a fowl of some kind' dangling 
from its mouth. "Old Plugger" saw 
that sly Reynard was aiming to at- 
tempt to cross the track ahead of the 
train, and as he believed the object 
dangling from,his mouth from its ap- 
pearance was a chicken stolen from & 
Knox township farmer, he decided that 
if possible he would nip the four- 
legged thief red-handed at his nefar- 
ious work by running him down. 


With a wrench at the throttle he 


turned on the power and the huge iron 
horse responded to the touch' with an 
added burst of/speed.
